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ell, thank goodness summer is over. It’s been exhausting. So much to do. Dinners. 
Parties. Traffic. And now here’s autumn—the best season, in my opinion. Weather’s still 
beautiful, ocean’s still warm, it’s time to take it easy, kick off your shoes, sit by the fire 
with family and friends. 

’m going to do just two things this fall. I'm going to Southampton SeptemberFest and taking a 
dancing lesson at Dans’ing at the Southampton Arts Center. And then from October 9 to 13 I’m going 
to the Hamptons International Film Festival. And that’s it. 

Wait a minute. | have to go to the Hamptons Marathon at the Springs School on the morning of 
September 27. And then that afternoon I'll be at the Sag Harbor Music Festival. On October 4, |’m at 
the Mashomack Point Paddle on Shelter Island. And then on October 5, the San Gennaro Festival in 
Hampton Bays. There’s the Woélffer Harvest Party on the 11th and the Montauk Fall Festival on the 12th. 
And that’s it. And the musical The Boy Friend at the North Fork Community Theatre in Mattituck on the 
23rd. And then Suzanne Vega at WHBPAC on November 1. And that’s it. 

Wait. There’s also the Bide-a-Wee walk in Quogue and the Harvest Day Fair in Southampton on 
September 27, the Beatles tribute in Riverhead on the 28th, the trip to Cedar Point Lighthouse from 
Cedar Point Park and the Fiesta Latina at the Rogers Mansion on October 4—and there’s a Cider 
Festival in Cutchogue on that day and also a Barn Dance in Water Mill. | have to be at all of them. 

Then there’s that Edgar Allen Poe exhibit opening in Riverhead on October 10, the Stroll to the Sea 
Dog Walk at Mulford Farm and the comedy festival at Castello di Borghese in Cutchogue on the 11th 
and the Westhampton Fall Arts and Crafts Show on the 12th, the same day as the Riverhead County 
Fair. And I'll be going to the Run for Ross in East Hampton on the 18th and the Italian Feast in Hampton 
Bays on the 22nd. And | can’t miss the Ragamuffin Parade in Southampton on the 26th or the Halloween 
Parade in Westhampton on the 31st. 

When’s Harborfrost and the Polar Bear Plunge, anyway? 
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s Artistic Director David Nugent points 
out, the 22nd Hamptons International 
Film Festival will not be bigger this year. 
But for that very reason, it will be better. 
In 2012, HIFF had a lineup of 99 features. 

In 2013, it cut back to 75, and the reduction 
proved successful. Concentration led to more 
selectivity, resulting in increased ticket sales and 
more people at each screening. Seventy-five 
features will hold for 2014, when the festival opens 
over Columbus Day weekend, with a new venue 
added to the list. In addition to screenings at the 
East Hampton and Southampton Regal movie 
theaters and at Guild Hall and the Sag Harbor 
Cinema, the Westhampton Beach Performing Art 
Center is participating this year for the first time. 

Though the lineup of films includes a number of 
dazzling firsts, buzz is already out about the Sunday 
night centerpiece showing of The Homesman, 
starring Hilary Swank and Tommy Lee Jones, who 
also directed. The film, based on a 1988 knockout 
novel by acclaimed writer Glendon Swarthout, 
will also be the focus of one of HIFF’s signature 
“A Conversation With...” programs, with Swank 
in attendance. Also sharing buzz is the Saturday- 
night centerpiece, Foxcatcher , directed by Bennett 
(Capote, Moneyball) Miller, a psychological thriller 
based on the real-life tale of two Olympic gold 
medalist brothers and their tragic relationship with 
a multi-millionaire benefactor (Mark Ruffalo, who 
will join in “A Conversation With...”). Bob Balaban 
will also be front and center this year. The actor, 
author, producer and director, who has been with 
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HIFF since 1994, is this year’s Honorary Chairman. 

The winnowing of entries to the festival, as usual, 
was arduous, competitive and ultimately satisfying, 
Nugent notes. By submission deadline this past 
February, the program committee had received 
“a few thousand” entries. Though entries came 
from all over the world, many were from “our own 
backyard.” The committee put selections on a 
“programming grid,” which ensured that up-and- 
coming filmmakers were chosen along with the 
pros (“a healthy pairing”). 

As in the recent past, documentaries are a 
prominent part of HIFF (the popular SummerDocs 
series, hosted by Alec Baldwin, just finished its 
sixth year). Each year they get more sophisticated 
from both a technical point of view as well as in 
terms of content. There seems to be an appetite for 
films about political and societal issues, particularly 
environmental issues, and certainly such films go 
beyond what viewers typically get on the news 
and in features on television. The docs also 
reflect a democratic leveling of the field, because 
filmmakers can now more easily deliver what just 
25 years ago would have required expensive 
equipment and extensive editing time. 

So what makes HIFF stand out from other 
film festivals opening around the country? “The 
Hamptons,” Nugent says without a moment’s 
hesitation. Nugent studied film at Syracuse 
University and took a Masters at Boston University, 
and he has a home in Amagansett. 

The Hamptons can also boast having an 
engaged, activist community, as well as a 400- 
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year history on which Long Island _ filmmakers 
can draw. Thus, the returning series “Views from 
Long Island,” which focuses on local filmmakers 
and films with geographic ties to the region. 
Among this year’s offerings, look for The Affair, an 
exploration of two marriages, set in the Hamptons; 
Gabriel, a film about a young man dealing with 
mental illness that examines America’s fixation 
with the nuclear household; Diplomacy, a timely 
look at Nazi-occupied Paris by a “legendary 
German filmmaker who is an Amagansett 
resident;” and /ris by Al (Grey Gardens) Maysles, 
about the career resurgence of a nonagenarian 
fashion designer. 

Once again, the Suffolk County Film Commission 
will present its annual Next Exposure Award 
($6,000) to a full-length Long Island feature. Local 
this year also includes Sag Harbor filmmaker Dan 
Roe’s Weenie about a 16-year-old who wants 
to go to a party but has been grounded. And 
lest it be forgotten, the closing night film, Sti// 
Alice, a U.S. premiere about Alzheimer’s, stars 
Montauker Julianne Moore and the East End's 
own Baldwin. 

HIFF must be doing something right. As Nugent 
points out, an overwhelming number of films 
first shown at HIFF go on to win major awards, 
including Best Picture at the Academy Awards. In 
the past six years, in fact, HIFF films received 150 
Oscar nominations.

small but noticeable gust of air blew 
west across the canal on Tumbleweed 
Tuesday. Though easily mistaken 
for a light breeze, it was instead the 
effect of the whole East End breathing a collec- 
tive sigh of relief. Summer is a blast. Fall is the 
time to get re-acquainted with goals, dreams 
and inner fulfillment. For the uninitiated: It’s time 
for yoga. 

“Yoga is extremely therapeutic,” says Jenna 
Raynell, who teaches yoga at studios across the 
East End and will soon be a part of Well Within, a 
new studio opening in Springs later this year. “It has 
a way of penetrating all your layers, opening you 
up, and making you more flexible—in your body 
and in your mind. It’s a science designed to stop 
that constant chatter in our brains, and it really inte- 
grates body, mind and spirit. Yoga fosters peace 
and serenity of mind.” 

Raynell was one of a number of 
instructors who led yoga at Wolffer Estate Vine- 
yards over the summer. The Yoga in the Vines 
program was new this year, and classes will 
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continue at least through the end of September, 
with October classes weather-dependent. 

_Now that fall has brought a sense of calm, 
many East End instructors note that the upcom- 
ing months are the best time to practice: 
“There’s nothing like fall in the Hamptons,” says 
Jimmy Minardi, who will teach at Yoga Shanti in 
Sag Harbor and Mandala Yoga in Amagansett 
this fall. “You still have the great weather, the 
beautiful beaches, and things are a little more 
relaxed than in the summer. You couldn’t have a 
better playground for any athletic endeavor you 
choose to do.” 

Minardi is a former professional athlete and, 
in addition to yoga, he teaches cycling, weight 
training and his year-round beach workouts. He 
advocates yoga not only as a way to open up the 
mind, but also as a supplement to other sports in 
order to prevent injury. “Incorporating yoga into 
your workout routine is a great way to improve 
your core, giving you overall body strength in very 
specific muscle groups. It also increases flexibility, 
stability and mobility, allowing for greater range of 


motion; but most importantly, it will Keep you out of 
the injury bin,” says Minardi. Yoga slows your body 
down, in addition easing your joints through their 
full range of motion. 

Practicing outdoors became a noted trend this 
summer, as Wolffer was one of many East End 
wineries that offered yoga; Bridgehampton’s Chan- 
ning Daughters and Laurel Lakes Vineyards in 
Laurel were among the others. 

“Yoga poses are designed in nature, so being 
able to practice surrounded by the elements— 
feeling the wind, feeling the sun—it has a huge 
impact on the body as well as the mind,” says 
Raynell of the benefits of practicing outdoors. 
Even as organized outdoor classes become less 
frequent, heading outside on a whim is a good way 
to reap yoga’s benefits. “Beaches are empty and 
serene this time of year,” Raynell continues. “Grab 
a mat or a towel and do a couple sun salutations 
in the sand, practice your handstands, meditate on 
the crashing waves. It’s amazing!” 

However, if an organized class is more your 
speed, Minardi will be hosting his Beach Work- 
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outs at Main Beach in East Hampton—yes, that’s 
outdoors — throughout the fall and winter. The class 
is a combination of body weight training, cardio 
and agility, allowing you to achieve peak fitness 
with the use of heart-rate monitors. Though it’s not 
yoga-centric, it does allow you to reap the benefits 
of year-round beach time. And afterward you can 
head to a yoga class for a well-rounded approach 
to fall fitness. 

“The best part of practicing yoga on the East 
End is the scenery,” says Erica Velasquez, a 
yoga instructor and coordinator of Wolffer’s Yoga 
in the Vines. “We are surrounded by miles of 
outdoor beauty. Gazing at the sunset or breath- 
ing in the ocean air is a unique way to deepen 
your practice.” 

The Parrish Art Museum is also trying its hand 
at outdoor yoga, as classes with Southampton- 
based studio Ananda Yoga are being offered on the 
Parrish’s terrace on Sundays. Yoga at the Parrish 
will continue through September 28. 

In addition, the Parrish hosted a special outdoor 
yoga event on August 27. The class benefited the 
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museum, as well as Donna Karan’s Urban Zen 
Integrative Therapy (UZIT) program at Southamp- 
ton Hospital. UZIT is an innovative initiative that 
strives to fill a void in healthcare, incorporating yoga 
and other wellness techniques to treat the whole 
patient and not just the disease. Famed yoga 
instructors Rodney Yee and Colleen Saidman Yee, 
of Yoga Shanti, direct the UZIT program and led 
the Parrish event. 

“If any world is going to solve the problems in the 
world today, that’s the yoga world,” said Karan, an 
East Hampton resident, prior to the Parrish event. 
“I’ve been gifted. A blessing has been given to me 
and | have to give back,” she said of her inspiration 
for starting the UZIT program. 

“The gift of life is happening right now, and unfor- 
tunately in life we’re looking at the past or future,” 
Rodney. Yee noted. “Yoga releases tension in the 
body and teaches you to meditate with your mind.” 

“The greatest benefit is the feeling yoga gives,” 
echoes Velasquez. “Whether you feel restored or 
energized, each class and teacher has a different 
gift to offer.”

The difference in the instructors and studios is 
a major benefit of yoga, as it’s very welcoming 
to beginners. For people who feel self-conscious 
in a class setting, individual instruction is 
another option. 

“Figure out how you want to feel after class, and 
go to classes that make you feel that way,” says 
Raynell. “You can get a killer workout in a yoga 
class, but you can also leave feeling like you just 
had an hour massage.” 

Another benefit of fall yoga on the East End is 
that traveling to studios to figure out which one is 
the best fit is much more feasible with the lighter 
traffic. And, many studios run offseason specials. 
Hot’tauk Yoga on Montauk Highway in Montauk will 
host Community Yoga Mondays, where the 10 a.m. 
Bikram Hot Yoga and 5:30 p.m. Hot Vinyasa class 
are donation-based. Yoga Shanti will also have 
by-donation community classes on Tuesdays and 
Fridays at 7 p.m.

For the more adventurous, Captain Potts 
notes that offshore tuna fishing is good—they’re

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reenport Harbor Brewing Company's 
Leaf Pile, apumpkin spice beer, is available 
now. “It’s a perennial favorite,” co-founder 
Richard Vandenburgh says. “Everyone 
loves Leaf Pile.” 

The brewery also once again releases its Fresh 
Hop Ale, made with cascade hops and nugget hops 
sourced from North Fork Hops and Wesnofske 
Farm. “It’s a local wet hop,” Vandenburgh explains. 
“So, in other words, the hops were picked from the 
vine and used the same day.” 

He says Fresh Hop Ale is an easy drinking beer, 
with a delicate hop flavor and aroma, and distinct 
North Fork terroir. When Fresh Hop Ale is released 
September 27, all the proceeds of its day one 
sales will go back to the hop growers. 

Greenport Harbor’s Oyster Stout will return in 
time for the brewery’s third annual Oyster Festival 
October 12 from 1 to 6 p.m. The beer is made in 
the style of an Irish stout and both the meat and 
shells of local oysters are added to the kettle. 
“Dark beer lovers like it,” Vandenburgh says. 

Each year Greenport Harbor partners with a 
winery to make a special beer, and for 2014 that 
partner is Jamesport Vineyards. The Belgium-style 
golden beer will use Sauvignon blanc grapes in 
the brew. 

Vandenburgh says the beer is “light, crisp 
bodied, slightly sweet—the grape really comes 
through well.” The beer will be available on draft 
soon and some will be set aside for bottling, 
to be aged—meaning more fermentation—and 
eventually released in the summer. The beer came 
out Champagne-like last year, and they hope to 
accomplish the same this fall, he says. 

Southampton Publick House, Long Island’s 
oldest craft brewery, located in Southampton 
Village, has brought back many fall favorites 
already, and more will be released in coming 
weeks. 

North Fork Fresh Hop, with hand-picked hops 
from Laurel, is on tap at the Publick House now— 
and it can’t be found anywhere else. For 2014, the 
fresh hop production is way up. Typically, just 32 
to 40 pounds of wet hops would be used, but this 
year the Publick House crew picked 70 pounds 
of hops, which were added to the boil within six 
hours of being harvested. 
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Publick House brewmaster Evan Addario says 
2014 has been the best year ever for Long 
Island hops. The growing conditions this summer 
mimicked the Northwest, where most hops are 
grown, he explained. “They just flourished like we 
haven’t seen before.” 

Oktoberfest, which is only available on draft 
but can be found around Long Island and further 
afield, will be released Friday, October 3, during 
an Oktoberfest party at the brewpub. “It follows 
German purity laws, so there are only four 
ingredients,” Addario says. There are no spices 
or sugar added, just malted barley, German hops, 
German lager yeast brewed cold, and water. At 
6.0% alcohol, it has a crisp flavor and goes down 
smoothly. 

Southampton Pumpkin Ale is available now on 
tap and bottled. Publick House began making 
pumpkin beer 16 years ago, or so, before everyone 
went pumpkin crazy. Ingredients include Bourbon 
vanilla, cinnamon, nutmeg, allspice and, of course, 
pumpkin puree. This aromatic beer smells like a 
pumpkin pie, but Addario says the sweetness and 
spice are not overpowering. 

Coming in early November, Southampton 
Imperial Porter is a high-gravity beer—big flavor 
and high in alcohol, approximately 7.2%. Flavor 
notes include chocolate, caramel and toffee, with 
a hint of roasty sweetness. Get it on tap or bottled. 

Christmas Ale, a Biere de Garde style beer with 
a complex spicy malt flavor, comes out around 
November 15, only on draft. 

Crooked Ladder Brewing Company’s Fresh 
Hop Pale Ale with hop varieties including Cascade, 
Centennial, Northern Brewer and Chinook from 
Condzella Hops and Zilnicki Farms is available 
now at the brewery’s Riverhead tasting room. It is 
Crooked Ladder’s first fresh hop beer. 

Outta My Vine Pumpkin Ale is returning for 
its second year. This spice ale has pumpkin, 
cinnamon, ginger and cloves. “It’s well rounded,” 
co-founder Duffy Griffiths says. “You don’t need a 
cinnamon-sugar rim on it to enjoy it.” 

Oktoberfest, with German grain and hops, is also 
returning. This very malty brew, close to 7%, does 
not have too much hops, according to Griffiths. 

Crooked Ladder beer is available by the glass, 
growler or keg—no bottles. 


Long Ireland Beer Company in Riverhead 
makes Pumpkin Ale with organic pumpkin purée, 
cinnamon, nutmeg and allspice. 

“The pumpkin beer is what would be considered 
a spiced beer,” co-owner Dan Burke says. “It’s 
got pale malt, caramel malt, crystal malt; it’s not 
an overly spiced beer but it’s a spiced beer that 
stands on it own.” It is available on tap and by the 
six-pack. 

Long Ireland, which is in its fifth year, will release 
its first ever Oktoberfest on October 4, available 
on draft only. 

“It was really just a matter of tank timing and 
spacing,” Burke says of why the brewery waited 
until now to make an Oktoberfest. “We love that 
Marzen-style beer and finally the moon and stars 
aligned and we were able to make it this year.” He 
adds, “It’s got real nice Munich malts in it. It’s got a 
real nice caramel flavor.” 

Black Friday Imperial Stout, released annually 
the day after Thanksgiving, is a heavy, dark beer, 
around 9.5% alcohol with chocolate malts. It will 
be at the taproom and sold in 750-milliliter cork- 
and-cage bottles. 

Chocolate Porter, a medium-bodied porter with 
a baker's chocolate bitterness to it, is coming back 
for its second year, and is expected to be released 
November 1. 

Montauk Brewing Company’s Hop Blonde 
Ale is a light colored, easy drinking beer that is 
a little hoppier than the brewery’s Summer Ale, 
co-founder Vaughan Cutillo says. “It’s a good way 
to round out the summer and introduce a new 
beer.” It is dry hopped with cascade hops for a 
butter finish. “It’s one of our favorite beers,” he 
says. Hop Blonde Ale is only available at the South 
Erie Avenue tasting room. 

Also at the tasting room is the return of 
Guardsman Stout, a bold milk stout that was 
created to honor the local Coast Guard members. 
Some lucky beer drinkers may find a keg at a bar 
elsewhere in Suffolk or in Nassau. “It’s going to 
be very rare,” Cutillo says. “We’re only going to 
release a few of them.” 

When the stout runs dry, the brewing company 
will replace that beer with its first ever porter— 
name to be determined. Cutillo says it will be 
perfect for the fall season.

DAN’S PAPERS HAMPTONS FALL PREVIEW 


he Bridgehampton Inn’s restaurant, 
which opened in June, is just one 
part of a growing East End hospitality 
dynasty. The restaurant continues 
and expands upon the iconic Inn’s well-earned 
reputation for artfully blending Old World and New 
World sensibilities. The dining rooms have gotten 
a revamp that includes bright orange vinyl seating, 
hand-blown water glasses with striking orange swirl 
patterns and vintage black-and-white photos on the 
walls depicting Bridgehampton’s agrarian history. 

Owner of Loaves & Fishes Food Store, cookbook 
author and innkeeper Anna Pump has been quietly 
serving the gourmet catering needs of East End 
foodies since 1980. Her only daughter, Sybille van 
Kempen, worked with her from early on. In 1990 
they penned the cookbook The Loaves and Fishes 
Party Cookbook together. 

Pump and van Kempen, with the support 
of Pump’s late husband, Detlef, opened the 
Bridgehampton Inn in 1994. The six-room 
establishment quickly became a destination hotel. 
Pump detailed the Inn’s opening and its day-to- 
day workings in Country Weekend Entertaining, 
published by Doubleday in 1999. Sybille and her 
husband, Gerrit van Kempen, opened the popular 
kitchenalia emporium, the Loaves and Fishes 
Cookshop, in Bridgehampton’s downtown in 2008. 

Pump avers that she herself is not a chef, but 
“someone who loves to cook...| always think of 
new things to do.” Sybille’s elder son Stefan is now 
serving as manager of Loaves & Fishes Food Store. 

Pump’s journey to the South Fork began in Tarp, 
Germany. Much like Bridgehampton, her native 
region is a narrow strip of land between two bodies

of water. She met and married Detlef Pump. They 
and their two children, Harm and Sybille, emigrated 
to the United States in 1960, settling in Frenchtown, 
NJ. Pump first visited the East End in the 1970s. 
She and her husband bought and restored an 18th 
century house in Noyac in 1978 and in 1980 took 
over the Loaves & Fishes shop in Sagaponack. 

Though management of the Inn has been shared 
between mother and daughter since it opened, the 
restaurant is “Sybille’s baby,” according to Pump. 
And recently Pump passed the reigns of running the 
Inn over to her daughter. Sybille’s culinary degree 
and 34 years of experience at Loaves & Fishes 
Food Store have come into full bloom at the Inn. 
The dinner menu AND the cocktail menu continue 
to change weekly. Last week the restaurant began 
serving from its first prix fixe menu. Even that menu 
changes weekly to take full advantage of the best 
produce that the changing seasons have to offer. 

Sybille works closely with Chef Arie Paviou on the 
menus. The two sit down to scheme each Sunday, 
asking, “what’s prolific, what’s ahead?” A recent 
confluence of local clams led to a menu that read 
“Clam Week” at the top. Some form of duck and 
local fish are on each week’s menu, as well as some 
type of fritters, which have included artichoke, cod, 
leek, lobster, olive, zucchini and clam. 

| enjoyed Paviou’s work at the former Comtesse 
Therese Bistro in Aquebogue. The food at the Inn is 
still more delightful—as it’s not freighted with being 
strictly French. It’s a bit lighter and more open to 
delicious evolution. The drinks menu is curated by 
Sybille’s younger son and bartender, Kyle, a young 
man who clearly inherited his grandmother’s and 
mother’s keen sense of culinary adventure. 
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Over the course of the summer Sybille has 
expanded the Bridgehampton Inn’s wine list from 
one page to three through delicious trial. As she 
says, she is “very much focused on pairing with 
food.” And since she “still likes them all,” wines stay 
on the list. The Inn will be hosting wine dinners, 
beginning with Palmer Vineyards in November. 

In addition to opening the restaurant, the Inn 
is also adding another six guest rooms, with 
groundbreaking scheduled for September 29. 
Though Sybille has meticulously planned the 
construction schedule so as not to disturb the 
existing Inn’s guests, she is nevertheless offering 
a 30% discount on rooms during the construction 
period. This business owner knows how to cover all 
the bases—thoroughly, calmly, with an eye to home. 
When asked when the new rooms will open, Sybille 
informs matter-of-factly: “May. They’re already 
booked.” 

A store is also planned for the Inn complex. The 
fence in front is coming down and Sybille is adding 
benches and a fountain at the front of the property 
to “welcome the public in.” Yes, a fountain is coming 
to the heart of our rustic East End, and with it, and 
all that the Pump/van Kempen line is putting forth, a 
refined European village aesthetic. 

When it comes to food and hospitality, 
Bridgehampton is fairly dominated by Anna Pump 
and her descendants. When asked to comment 
on her position as the head of a food dynasty, 
Pump says, “It has all come by evolving. | just love 
good food.” 

Is Sybille “becoming her mother?” She says, “I 
guess | am, in a way I’ve always been. | think that 
[comparison] is a wonderful compliment.” 
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ew places to nosh have sprung up 
across both forks since Memorial Day, 
providing further proof that summer 
isn’t the only time to drink in the

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rive through any of the villages or towns 
in the Hamptons, and it is clear to see 
that a building boom is in full swing. 
There is barely a road that does not have 
some type of construction going on alongside it. 
The communities across the East End have always 
enjoyed a broad diversity of architectural styles, 
and that has continued to be the case during this 
recent boom. 

Traditional shingle-style architecture has long 
been the favored style of design on the East 
End, dating back to the early summer-colony era. 
All the greatest architects of that time—legends 
like Stanford White, Delano & Aldrich and David 
Adler—had their lavish designs built out here for 
the new American aristocracy, buildings that still 
grace our streets and remind us of another time. 
Traditional architecture is easy to understand, it 
has that familiar feel and fits well within the existing 
community of homes. 

Contemporary architecture has also found a 
place out here, and it fits equally well into the 
beautiful surroundings and vistas of the East End. 
Charles Gwathmey heralded the post-modern 
movement in the early ‘60s, though early examples 
of Deco and Bauhaus architecture date back to the 
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1920s. When Gwathmey designed and built his 
parents’ house in Amagansett in 1965, he ignited 
an era of post-modern architecture that has been 
with us ever since. We are very fortunate to see this 
style of architecture expanded, and perhaps even 
perfected, in the work of Robert A.M. Stern, Newell 
Jacobsen and other noted architects. 

This new building boom has seen a trend 
toward transitional architecture—homes that 
have the familiar feeling of a traditional style but 
also have the best of contemporary architectural 
components. The home's flow, its siting and ample 
use of light are the keys to a successful project. 
Many new transitional homes are being built with 
favorite old building materials, such as blue stone 
terraces, cedar shingle walls and standing seam 
metal roofs. These new homes differ from their 
traditional neighbors in that they have larger glass 
openings, and while they look strangely familiar, 
they are neither traditional nor modern. As we all 
strive to express our differences as _ individuals, 
these home both fit into any neighborhood and yet 
stand on their own as special. 

Creating a transitional home—or any style of 
home—requires that all clients go through the 
design process with an architect and the design/ 


building team to create a unique space. People 
seek homes that reflect their personal values and 
sense of presence—a home that will separate 
them from the ordinary and mundane. Anyone who 
has ever experienced a home designed by Norman 
Jaffe can attest to the power of a grand vision 
and understanding of how people live on and with 
the land. 

One does not have to travel very far to see 
some amazing homes designed by “The New 
York Five’—Peter Eisenman, Michael Graves, 
Gwathmey, John Hejduk and Richard Meier. The 
American Institute of Architects (AIA) has a long 
list of very talented East End architects who have 
a great understanding of local environment, codes 
and vernacular. These architects have all helped 
to create the East End’s jewel box of architecture. 

Building a home that’s different from the rest is 
important to the architectural context of an area 
and helps to remind us that we are all unique. 
It is the goal of all good design to bring out the 
very best in people, property and the community. 
Daring to be a little different is good for all of us.

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Ou may have a great eye for interior de- 
sign. Your home looks and feels exactly 
the way you want it to. You redecorated, 
painted the whole house, hung new win- 
dow treatments and bought all new furniture.

There are some distinct differences as well as 
similarities when considering and discussing the 
concepts of designing to dwell and designing to 
sell. Good home staging is indeed based on good 
design principles, and then some. The way a po- 
tential buyer will view your home is from a different 
perspective than the way you view your home while 
living in it. 

Design elements such as artwork, paint color 
and collections, as well as styles of furniture, are 
potentially very personal. A seasoned stager will 
be able to edit these items and suggest paint col- 
ors to create a universally appealing look. Ideally, a 


stager can take it one step further and research the 
demographics in your area to identify your poten- 
tial buyer and create a look that will appeal to that 
specific buyer. 

The biggest mistake to avoid when staging your 
home is the belief that investing money preparing 
your home to sell is money spent unwisely. Nothing 
could be further from the truth! You wouldn’t try to 
sell your car without detailing it, so why would you 
try to sell what is probably your biggest financial 
asset without merchandising it properly?

utumn on the East End is a transitional 

time on many levels, and few changes 

around your home are more sensitive to 

the natural rhythms than transitioning the 
beauty of your outdoors back inside. Moving house 
plants outside is a summertime tradition here, but as 
autumn progresses, night temperatures start getting 
cool enough to tell you it’s time to start bringing your 
house plants back inside. 

There are some important tasks to do at least a 
week before the transition. First, and most important, 
check for insects. Look at tops and bottoms of 
leaves, at the stem and the crown of the plant. Mealy

bugs and aphids are easiest to spot. Scale can be 
large or tiny and hard to find. They are usually on 
the bottoms of leaves. Look along veins and stems. 
They will need regular attention and often several 
treatments with horticultural soap, which can be 
used for other insects also. If you see insects on 
one plant, spray all of them with horticultural soap. 
Be sure to check the label to see if your plant can 
be sprayed with it. And you can give all the plants a 
soft spray with the hose to remove insects and dust. 

Remove dead leaves and stems. Repot if 
necessary, using a pot no more than 2 inches larger 
than the present one. If the roots are pot bound, cut 
it vertically three to four 
times about a quarter- 
inch before repotting. 
This lets new roots 
form more easily than 
from a congested root 
ball. But some cacti, 
succulents and clivia 
like to be somewhat 
root bound. Use new, 
sterile potting soil, not 
garden soil. If the plant 
has grown leggy, you 
can cut it back. Cut 
geraniums and coleus 
back to about 3 inches 
from the base, although 


a leggy geranium does have its charms. Cuttings of 
coleus and geraniums can be taken and rooted in 
water. 

Light outdoors will be stronger than in the house, 
even if plants are put into a sunny window, so a 
period of acclimation is good. Move the plants each 
day into a shadier place for about a week. Each plant 
has specific light and humidity needs. Put them into 
places that will accommodate their requirements. 
Don’t put them where they will be in a draft or near 
heat sources. Some people even clean their windows 
inside and out, as it will let in more light. 

During their summer vacation, the plants have 
probably had a period of growth. While they are 
indoors they will become more dormant. Decrease 
watering and fertilizing. Over- or under-watering kills 
house plants more than anything else. Water when 
the soil is dry just under the surface. Water cactus 
and succulents even less. 

As you drive around the Hamptons and the North 
Fork, keep an eye out for tropicals being offered in 
local garden centers that may be looking for a winter 
home. You might have just the conditions to make 
one happy. Also consider beautiful agaves and other 
cactus and succulents—they can live happily in a 
sunny window and keep the aura of summertime 
alive until it’s time for outdoor living once again.
